Azalea  Cultural  Hints 

It  might  be  said,  Azaleas  are  finicky  with  regard  to  soil  requirements.  How¬ 
ever,  they  are  easy  to  grow  if  you  understand  thir  demands. 

Just  bear  these  facts  in  mind  and  Azaleas  will  grow  for  you  like  natives: 

PROVIDE  ACID  (Sour)  SOIL — A  potential  hydrogen  ion  (pH)  value  be¬ 
tween  4.0  and  5.5  suits  Azaleas  best.  If  you  lack  a  soil  testing  outfit,  your  State 
Agricultural  College  will  test  the  pH  concentration  and  advise  quantity  of 
aluminum  sulphate  needed  to  make  your  soil  sufficiently  acid. 

Remember — lime  or  limestone  soil,  as  w'ell  as  sticky  heavy  clay  should 
never  be  used. 

Incorporate  plenty  of  humus,  decayed  vegetable  matter  or  peat  moss  in 
your  soil  to  insure  having  loose,  porous  texture  or  a  “spongy”  mechanical  mix¬ 
ture. 

GOOD  DRAINAGE — with  emphasis  on  GOOD,  is  necessary,  whether  plants 
are  grown  in  pots  or  open  ground. 

Mulch  the  ground  heavily  with  leaf  mould  or  peat  moss  if  Azaleas  are  plant¬ 
ed  in  beds  or  open  ground.  The  mulch  insulates  the  ground  from  sunshine,  keep¬ 
ing  roots  cool,  prevents  excessive  evaporation  of  moisture  from  roots.  If  oak 
leaves  are  used,  both  acidity  and  plant  food  will  be  added  naturally  as  the 
leaves  decay. 

Azaleas  grown  in  pots  need  shifting  to  larger  size  pots  when  feeding  roots 
reach  outer  edge  of  ball  of  dirt. 

WATER  ABUNDANTLY — after  plants  bloom  and  new  growth  starts.  It 
is  only  necessary  to  keep  roots  uniformly  moist  when  tender  growth  shows 
signs  of  hardening.  A  relatively  high  humidity  suits  Azaleas  at  all  seasons.  Fre¬ 
quent  syringing  of  foliage  with  water  is  highly  beneficial,  and  prevents  infesta¬ 
tion  of  red  spiders  and  thrip. 

Azaleas  grown  in  full  sunshine  develop  more  character  and  flower  buds 
than  plants  grown  in  partial  shade.  Careful  attention  must  be  given  to  irriga¬ 
tion  when  plants  are  grown  in  full  sunlight  since  the  soil  is  more  likely  to  dry 
out  more  quickly.  Azaleas  have  fine,  fibrous,  hair-like  surface-feeding  roots, 
and  should  never  be  cultivated  with  a  hoe. 

Slow  forcing  under  greenhouse  culture  produces  better  and  larger  flow'ers 
and  are  easier  to  handle  when  carried  at  50  degrees  F.,  than  when  kept  at  high¬ 
er  temperatures.  Pinch  out  new  growth  at  base  of  flower  buds,  before  plants 
bloom.  This  new  growth  starts  when  plants  are  carried  at  relatively  high 
temperatures. 

FERTILIZE — with  a  top  dress'ng  of  EXTRA  WELL  ROTTED  manure,  or 
light  applications  of  Swift’s  Virgoro  used  at  intervals  of  tw'o  weeks  during  the 
cycle  of  active  growth,  produces  beneficial  results.
